Six Mills of the Dupont Row- 


der Works in Ruins. 


MANY 
BLOWN INTO FRAGMENTS. 


•titeee. P*noM Believed to H«T« Been 


Killed, D Seen or mora Injured, and 
DeTMt*rJ<m *>rMd Orer Aorx—Two 
BunUU Damollibed by tbe Shock-

, Del., Oct. 7.-;(>neof the 


incut disastrous casualties that ever oc- 
curred ID Delaware took place about half- 
past S o'clock Tuesday afternoon, when 
six of the Dupont powder mills wer* 
blown up. At least s!xt*»n persons war* 
killed, many others injured, aod an Ines- 
timable amount of damage was done to 
property for many miles around. Tb* 
Dupont powder mills extend along th* 
Brandywine chiefly on the w*st bank 
and close to the water for about two 
miles. They are divided into tha "up- 
per," "Haerley," and "lower" yards. Th* 
former Is some three mile* and the latter 
five miles from Wilmington. At the "up- 
per" was tbe office and business head- 
quarters of tlie company. 


S x Mill, and the OiBee IB. Rains. 


Tlie office ot the Dupoot company Is a 


complete wreck and six mills are in ruins. 
Several members ot the Dapont firm were 
injured by falling walU' and broken glass, 
but none of them seri >usly. Among the 
slightly injured are: Eugene Dapont, the 
head of the firm FraucU G. Dupant, and 
Cn»rlrs I. Dupont. 
They and several 


e^erks in tbe office went cut by fragments 
•f Urokeu glass, but none of them seri- 
ously. 
The dead were all employes ot 


tbe company and were in and about the 
mills that exploded. 
Several workmen 


are mining, and art believed to have been 
blown into fragment*. 
Tbe wonnded re- 


oeived their injuries among the walls of 
their billing houses ann by brokem glass 
and flying debris. The first explosion oc- 
eurred in one of the packing mills, wher* 
a wor*man named Ore™ was receiving a 
can of hexagonal powder to be shipped for 
the u-e of tbe United States government 
In some way a »park communicated to 
the can and it blew up. Instantly the 
packing mill exploded and tbe other mills 
In the upper yards—seven oreightin nmm- 
ber—followed at intervals of less than one 
second. All there, except one. were "roll- 
Ing nulls," in which the Ingredients of 
gnu powder are pulverized by vertical 
•oilers of stone turning slowly around a 
center pest. 


Two Hamlets Suffer from tbe Shook. 
Tbe en tire upper Dupont yards. Where 


th* explosion occurred, and for some dis- 
tance all around, including the hamlets 
of Rockland and Charl** Banks, had the 
appearance of having experienced a ter- 
rible earthquake. 
Every building was 


-*itber demolished or twisted into an un- 
ncognizible pile of debris. All the em- 
ployes were instantly killed, most of their 
bodies being torn to atoms, so that 
.scarcely enough of any one of them can 
be even recovered so that they may be 
.recognized. A woman and ber child liv- 
ing near by were also killed. 


Only Two of the Bodies Found. 


A singular fact of the occurrence is tbat 


th* bodies of Green and McGarvey. who 
u* believed to have started the explo- 
sion, were the only ones of the workmen 
found. Not even a portion of the re- 
mains of tb* other unfortunate beings 
has as yet been discovered, although it is 
reported tbat the boly of one of the 
workmen is lodged in a high tree in an 
adjoining woods. McGfarvey's head was 
blown away, but the rerjains of Green 
are entire.y recognizable and in a good 
erudition. Green wax a vocalist of some 
local repute and was one of the most 
valued workmen of tbe firm.

Lost Ber Huiuud aad Two Brother*. 
Tbe saddett spectacle amid the wreck 


was tbe walling of Mrs John Harrigan. 
Not only did ber husband become a vie- 
ithn to tbe awful fcftalt, but bar two 
.brothers (John and Thomas Hurley) wer* 
.•Jar killed, aod there is no probability of 
Any of tbe bodies ever being found. Tb* 
poor wooMB was on tbe verge of insanity, 
«nd it was with difficul'y tbat she was 
partially pacified by ber friends. Her 
•a**, however, wa« only one of many, and 
tb* wires and uear relatives of some of 
th* victims were oot told of tbe fate of 
their dear onen until ev«ry effort to find 
them among th* injured had been made. 
Then clergymen broke tbe sad news to 
so* afflicted, aod scenes that can b* bettei 
imagined than described canned. .The 
wrecked bouses were turned into hospitals 
•ad score* of physicians, who bad hurried

A SAD SCENE. 


Appalling Desolation Visible the Morn- 


ing After the Terrible Calamity. 


A bright warm aun in a clear sky looked 
own on a sad scene of desolation ut the 


Eluthereaa yard of the Dupont powder 
works Wednesday morning. The full ex- 
bent of the appalling wreck e..uld be best 
seen from the blackened hill toward the 
Irandywlne where the ruins of the maga- 
ine, powder mills, and yawning holes in 
he ground showed where the woo den 
mills had stood, and heaps of shattered 
stone and masonry indicated tbe site of 
he stone mills. The other buildings 
bowed the effects of destruction in shat- 
tered walls and fallen roofs. Tbe little 
village on the hillside where the opera- 
ive» lived was deserted. Friends in the 
unrounding villages of Squirrel Run and 
Rising Sun sheltered the unfortunates 
whose homes had been destroyed. 


Armed Guard* on Duty. 


A cordon of armed guards surrounded 


the works all night and guards are 
about tbe powder yards permitting no 
one to enter. Powder in k«gn, cans and 
canisters which did not explode, but 


hich were blown all about the works 


are being gathered up by the men aud 
stored in 
tbe 
magazine still intact. 


Crowds of people are visiting the scene 
'rom this city. 
The body of Patrick 


Dougherty was found in the mill race 
Wednesday 
morning 
badly mangled. 


Phis is the third body found. 
About 


seventy-five pounds of humnn flesh is all 
ihat bas been gathered up of nine other 
men. 


It is now believed tbat the disaster was 


caused by Green, the solderer, who was 
using asoldeiing iron iu fastening the 
lin covers on cans of powder. 
It is 


opined tbat tbe soldering iron became 
too hot and that it fired. Green's re 
mains were found just outside of the ru- 
ins of the magazine in which the first ex- 
jlosiou occurred, and was not burned or 
nangled.

I FOUR BOILERS EXPLODE. 


Mine PerioM Injured, Two Fatally, ie. 


a Michigan Sawmill. 


MUSKEGOS, Mich., Oct. fi.—A terrible 


explosion occurred at the Ducey Lumber 
company's lower sawmill, on* the north 
aide, at 6 o'clock Wednesday morning as 
the fireman, William Yerger, was getting 
up steam to start the engines. Four of 
the six boilers exploded with tremendous 
Force, wrecking one-third of the building 
completely and throwing the other two 
boilers from their foundations. Nine men 
were Injured. Yerger, the fireman, was 
caught under the timbers and escaping 
steam scalded him terribly. He will die. 
A young man named Hawkins is also 
fatally injured. The loss is estimated at 
112,000, no insurance.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 8.—Charles 
loppenroih is a farmer in Plymouth 
township, this county, and the owner of 
considerable property, the accumulation 
rf fifteen years.

Anger Drlvei Him to Insane Work. 
About 10 o'clock Saturday morning he 


ook a heavy chaiu from a piece of farm 
machinery and chained his three horses to 
)osts in the barn, brought in all the valu- 
ible property near by, and topping the 
>ile with a quantiU' of dry straw from a 
leighbormg stack set fire to it and sul- 
enly watched the barn flash into a blaze 
and die dowu into ashes The unfortunate 
lorses burned with the building. Not 
satisfied with so much work of destruc- 
,ion he carried n big bundle ot straw to 
the new house, the home of ins family, 
placed it where the Hitmen woul t spread 
•apidly, touched all' tl.e pile, nud in half 
,n hour the home was leveli'd to the 
ground. The ruddy glow only seemed to 
[oad him into further destruction. Build- 
ug a rude fence abo-t the stuck*, he 
drove his stock into the ineionure and 
again flashed the fire brand 
The flames 


drove the p-ittle wild, and they broke 
down the inrlosure and escaped. 


Placed iu Jail. 


By this time the neighbors arrived on 


the scene of destruction, attracted by 
the smoke and flames, and toidng iu the 
situation took him bcfure a justice of the 
peace at Plymouth.

ON Monday, August 18, some of the peo-

Capital is pro- 


tected, but labor will have to take its 
chances with the world, as it comes and 
goes.
